G-SA. 1266.—In pursuance of clause (1) of sub-rule (1) and of sub-rule U), <d 
rule 4 of the Passport (Entry Into India) ^les, 1950, and of all other povrers tberet# 
enabling, and in supersession of the notification of the Government of India, It* tM 
Ministry of Home Affairs No. 4/15/60-F.I., dated 26tb September, 1950, the Central 
Government, being of the opinion that It Is necessary and expedient In public 
Interest so to do, hereby exempts from the provisions of rule 3 of the said rule^ 
every member of the hill tribes, who Is either 0 citizen of India or a citizen of t]MI 
Union of Burma and who Is ordinarily resident In any area within 40 kilometers <M 
either side of the Indla-Burma frontier, entering Into India across the said frontier 
after the 31st July, 1968, subject to the following conditions, namely: — 

(a) If he Is a citizen of India,— 

(1) who has departed to Burma on the basis of a permit Issued in accorct* 
ance with the notification of the Government of India, in the 
Ministry of External Affairs No. SI/108/1/60, dated 28th June 1968 
he shall be In possession of such permit which is valid and effective at 
the time of re-entry, and 

(IJ> in any other case hi possession of a permit (which is In the form 
given in the Schedule hereto annexed and valid and effective a*, the 
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time ol re-entry) Issued by the Government of India, State Govern¬ 
ment or Union Territory Administration or by such authority as the 
Government of India, the State Government or Union Territory 
Administration may specify In this behalf. 

(b) If ho is a citizen of the Union ol Burma, he shall be possession of,— 

(i) a permit dr other like document issued by any authority empowered 
under the law lor the time being in force in Burma, or by such 
other authority In Burma as the Government of Burma may specify 
for the purpose, or 

(11) a permit (which is in the form given in the Schedule hereto annexed 
and valid and effective at the time of re-entry) iaaued by the Govern¬ 
ment of India. State Govermnent or Union Territory Administration 
or by such authority in India as the Government of India, tlie State 
Government or the Union Territory Administration may specify for 
the purpose and he shall not on the basis of that perinit move into 
area in India which la beyond 40 KUometrea from the aforesaid 
frontier.
